El Faso, Tex .., Ju ne JO— Half clothed 
In rags and apparel of nond escript 
character, 
the 
twenty -three 
United 
S tates cav alry men, whose arrest at 
Carrizal, and imprisonment at Chi­ 
hu ahu a, came near precipitating Mex 
ieo and the United States into a war, 
reached El Paso. 
Brou ght from Chihu ahu a City on a 
special train, the negro troopers and 
Lem Spillsbu rg, their Mormon scou t, 
roached the Mex ican bord er town u n­ 
d er heav y gu ard . 
They were brou ght 
to the international brid ge and for­ 
mally su rrend ered to Brigad ier-Gen­ 
eral Bell Jr., command ing the Ameri­ 
can bord er patrol. 
The negroes had been stripped of 
their u niforms when mad e prisoners 
by the Mex icans and as they alighted 
from their prison train they ev oked 
shou ted d eriston from the 
Mex ican 
civ il popu lation gathered at the sta­ 
tion to witness their arriv al 
“We shore am glad to be back, 
•was the general ex pression of the 
d u sky troopers. 
Archie Jones, 
W. 
D. Gibson and 
L u ther Alex and er, three of the negro 
prisoners, d eclared 
positiv ely , 
after 
reaching the American sid e of the 
line, that they saw Mex ican sold iers 
going ov er the battlefield after the 
Americans bad been d riv en off. and 
shooting 
the 
American 
wou nd ed . 
They said they believ ed sev eral of the 
American 
wou nd ed 
were thu s d is­ 
patched by the bu llets of the Mex ican 
sold iers. 
The negroes d eclared the Americans 
killed forty -two Mex icans and wou nd ­ 
ed thirty -nine in the Carrizal fighting. 
This is the first estim ate of the Mex ­ 
ican lost in the fighting. 
Ord ers were giv en by General Bell 
to the troops at Ft. Bliss to prepare 
the troopers a genu ine meal of steak, 
potatoes, bread , coffee and pie and 
“giv e them all thov can eat,’’ was the 
ad monition of the general to the qu ar­ 
term aster officer.

Captain Morey ’s first inqu iry on his 
arriv al 
was 
what 
news there 
was 
from his men who had been mad e 
prisoners. When told that they wou ld | 
soon be on the American sid e, he ex ­ 
pressed great pleasu re. 
With the arriv al of the prisoners 
and the lessening of the tension be­ 
tw een the Mex icans 
and 
American 
gov ernments, General Bell took u p 
with Consu l Garcia the m atter of re­ 
cov ering the bod ies of the Americans 
slain at the Carrizal fight for remov al 
to resting places in the United States. 
The bod ies of the other American 
sold iers who hav e d ied from wou nd s 
in action or from d isease since the 
American 
ex ped itionary 
forces 
has 
entered Mex ico, were brou ght to Co­ 
lu mbu s and will be forward ed to rela­ 
tiv es in the United States. 


Bury Ca rriza l Vic tim s a t Arlington. 
Washington, Ju ne JO.—Bu rial in Ar­ 
lington cemetery with fu ll military 
honors will he accord ed the colored 
troopers of C and K troops of the 
T enth cav alry , who perished in the 
fight at Carrizal, if a resolu tion intro­ 
d u ced in the hou se by Representativ e 
Johnson of W ashington is ad opted .

Mu rray , forty -nine y ears old , whose 
bru tal killing of Carl Su mner, a y ou ng 
farmer, 
near 
Union 
shocked 
Pike 
cou nty 
resid ents, su rrend ered while 
Sheriff Peter Miller and his d epu ties 
were still heating the bru sh throu gh­ 
ou t the riv er bottoms in a search for 
the fu gitiv e. 
Hu nger d rov e Mu rray to the home 
of Henry Bru ner, liv ing three miles 
west of Union, and Bru ner brou ght 
him to jail. 
To av oid possible v io­ 
lence,, Mu rray was taken to Washing­ 
ton and from there is to he taken to 
the state reformatory at Jefferson­ 
v ille. 
Mu rray killed Su mner becau se he 
believ ed his neighbor had stolen some 
nets said to hav e been u sed by Mu rray 
in illegal 
fishing. 
Su m ner’s sev en- 
y ear-old son witnessed 
the 
traged y 
and joined his father in plead ing for 
Su mner's life. 
Mu rray wou nd ed his 
v ictim and then walked away , bu t re­ 
traced his steps and 
pu t a bu llet 
throu gh the heart of the fallen man. 
He escaped , heav ily armed , in a skiff 
on the riv er and later took to the 
wood s. 
Bru ner, who is a cou sin of Mu r­ 
ray ’s wife, say s that M u rray came to 
his hou se at mid night and told him 
that he was read y to giv e u p. 
The 
man 
was 
almost 
famished , 
hav ing 
been withou t fool for three d ay s and 
nights. 
Three hu nd red persons gathered at 
the railroad station within fiv e min­ 
u tes when it became known that Mu r­ 
ray was to be taken away . 
There 
was no d emonstration of any kind 
against him. 
The citizens here d o not 
fear that v iolence will he attempted , 
hu t the officei’3 d o not care to take 
anv risk.

Washington, Ju ne 30.—In spite ol 
the relief in official circles ov er the 
release of the American troopers, cap 
tu red in the Carrizal engagement, the 
principal qu estion threatening the re 
lations between the United States and 
Mex ico is still to be answered . 
This was plainly ind icated by Sec 
retary of States Lansing to Ignacio 
Cald eron, the minister from Boliv ia 
who called at the state d epartm ent 
for the pu rpose of again d etermining 
whether the opportu nity was ripe for 
a proffer of med iation from the other 
Latin-American repu blics. 
While 
the 
imprisonment 
of 
the 
American sold iers was a m atter of 
immed iate moment, Secretary Lansing 
ind icated , 
nev ertheless, 
there 
re­ 
mained to be answered the larger d e 
mand of the United States for a d efi­ 
nite ex pression from General Carran 
za as to w hether he d etermined to 
pu rsu e t7 ie threat to attack the Amer­ 
ican forces if they attempted to mov e 
in any d irection other than toward 
the American bord er. 
To be satisfactory , the answ er to 
this d emand , the state d epartm ent in­ 
sists, mu st he a v irtu al repu d iation of 
the Trev ino warning to Pershing.

qu estion as to how long the American 
troops are to continu e on 
Mex ican 
soil, the state d epartment, it was ind i 
cated , wou ld hav e to hav e some ev i­ 
d ence of C arranza’s willingness and 
ability to patrol the bord er d istrict 
effectiv ely and su presss the band its 
When the formal reply from Carran­ 
za is coming is a m atter of d ou bt.

Lond on, Ju ne 30.— General I^echit 
sky , command er ot General Bru siloff’s 
center, hau led ou t for a mighty on­ 
ru sh against the Au stro-Hu ngarians in 
Galicia and the northw estern Bu ko- 
wina, between the Dneister and the 
region arou nd Ku t, in a d etermined 
effort to fiu sh his opponents bey ond 
the im portant railway city , Kolomea, 
strategically the most v alu able point 
in sou thern Galicia. 
Petrograd 
annou nced that he 
in 
d ieted a cru shing d efeat u pon the 
Au stro-Hu ngarians, taking three lines 
of trenches and more than ten thou ­ 
sand 
fiv e 
hu nd red 
prisoners. 
This 
su ccess was achiev ed in the northern 
part of the area of attack, between 
the Dneister and the Prtith. 
The fall of Kolemea is ex pected if 
the new ad v ance continu es and its 
captu re will m ean the collapse of the 
whole d efence scheme in sou thern Ga 
licia and seal the d oom of the Au stro- 
Hu ngarian army now retreating to 
ward 
the Transy lv anian 
passes, as 
the latter wou ld then lie d epriv ed ot 
all hope of rejoining the northern Au s­ 
trian wing. 
On the other h md , the new Ru ssian 
su ccess, if followed u p by a fu rther 
ad v ance, will straighten ou t General 
Bru siloff’s line so as to consolid ate 
the positions of his center with those 
of his right wing, au tomatically fore 
ing the Germans back in Volhy pia and 
giv e u p Kov el, the mu ch cov eted aim 
of the Mu scov ite army . 
The crown prince’s forces retu rned 
to the attacks on the western hank of 
the Meu se with an assau lt d eliv ered 
west o; Hill 304 . 
The infantry action 
fo'Iov r’d a v iolent bombard ment of 


the front, ex tend ing from Hill 304 
west to the Bois D'Av ocou rt. 
In the 
wood itself the attack d ev eloped into 
liv ely grenad e fighting. 
On the whole 
front of attack 
the Germans lines 
were thrown back by the barrier fire 
of the French artillery and by rifle 
fire. 
The d istrict east of the Meu se was 
qu iet, so far as infantry activ ity was 
concerned , following the repu lse of a 
strong attack on the French positions 
northwest 
of 
the 
Thiau mont 
field 
work, in the region of Hill 321. 
British raid ing patrols hav e mad e 
a large nu mber of incu rsions into the 
German trenches all along the front 
in Fland ers and northern France w ith- 
In the past twenty -fou r hou rs and , ac­ 
cord ing to the official report receiv ed 
from British head qu arters in France, 
were inv ariably su ccessfu l In gaining 
the objects of the raid s. 
Besid es gain­ 
ing information the 
raid ers cau sed 
heav y 
casu alties 
in 
the 
German 
trenches and captu red prisoners and 
mu nitions. 
Again gas was u sed by the British 
in conju nction with artillery fire as a 
cov er for the reconnotterlng parties ! 
One of the patrols fou nd a nu m ber of 
Germans d ead from the effects of the 
gas when it reached the German po 
sitions. 
While the raid s were in progress 
the Germans bombard ed

Wilson told ten thou sand people at 
Ind epend ence Squ are here that Amer­ 
ica has arriv ed at a crisis where peo­ 
ple shou ld he read y in ev ery point of 
policy and of action to v ind icate at 
whatev er cost, the principles of lib­ 
erty , of ju stice and of hu manity to 
which we hav e been d ev oted from the 
first. 
He d efined what he term ed as per­ 
sonal cod e of gov ernmental principles 
and d eclared that he is read y to fight 
for that cod e "no m atter what the 
cost.” 
“America Is at a point," 
he said . 
* where it is more than ev ery neces­ 
sary that she shou ld u nd erstand not 
only her own id eals, bu t he read y to 
pu t them into action at any cost.” 
He mad e no d irect reference to the 
Mex ican situ ation. 
If no su ch crisis 
in American affairs ex isted , the presi­ 
d ent’s ad d ress wou ld hav e serv ed as 
a general enu nciation of his concep­ 
tion of national principles for any and 
all occasions. 
Bu t as a crisis d oes ex ­ 
ist his statem ents were interpreted as 
ho ng particu larly significant of the 
cou rse which the gov ernment intend s i 
to follow.
